Alberta’s trunk highway from Ed¬ 
monton to the United States border 
will be completed by October 1st of 
this year. Then the provinces will 
start 1 a programme of better connect¬ 
ing links throughout the province. 

The City of Calgary is nearing the 
hundred thousand mark, according to 
Henderson's City Directory for 1927, 
which puts the population at 81,800, 
or an increase of 3,900 over the year 
before. The city’s 1927 assessment 
is given at $53,852,084 and the cax 
rate at 46.75 mills. 

Dr. John A. Allan, of the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta, informed the Leth¬ 
bridge Board of Trade that the" en¬ 
countering of crude oil in the Deven- 
ish well, near Skiff, was the nto.st 
Important oil discovery that has been 
made in this province. He said tljat 
the big petroleum interests had al¬ 
ready recognized the importance of 
the strike and that important develop¬ 
ments were inevitable.

The Egg and Poultry Marketing 
Service of the Provincial Government 
reports that the present situation is 
only fairly satisfactory in so far as 
poultry is concerned, but the egg sit¬ 
uation is quite good. The cold, back¬ 
ward spring was adverse for young 
chickens. 

Discussing tht- new crude oil well, 
brought in at Turner Valley by Dal- 
liousie Oil Co. an Imperial subsidiary 
Calgary Albertan says: “Turner val¬ 
ley has been looking forward to such 
a well in the past 14 years ank^at iust 
the dream of the oil enthisrasts 
seens to have been realized.^ A 42 
gravity crude is what is termed a per¬ 
fect crude by operators and is of an 
immense value. The Calgary refinery 
will be able to make good use of this 
ideal mixture for the large volume of 
quality of oil and it will make an 
naphtha now produced by the several 
wells in the limestone,” 

Funeral services for Sidney Ward, 
aged 39 years, were held at his late 
home atJCardross, Sask., July 8th at 
two o'clock, being conducted by Rev. 
Warden of Crane Valley, assisted b>i» 
the Baptist minister at Oardross. 
Deceased died on Thursday July 7th. 
Fully three hundred people were pre¬ 
sent to pay their last respects to one 
of the pioneer settlers of the Cardross 
district—to one* who was highly res¬ 
pected by all his friends and acquaint¬ 
ances. The late Mr. Ward had lived 
in the district for seventeen years 
and iluring that time had always 
taken a keen interest in public affairs. 
He had served as a member of the 
school board for six years. Following 
the funeral services at the home tile 
body was shipped to Gleichen, Alberta, 
and was accompanied by his widow 
and family of four children.

midnight and later. The storm could 
not be traced, except by results, and 
these are everywhere apparent. An 
idea of the damage may be had to 
"an extent by the fact that the morn¬ 
ing after the storms claims were, filed 
with the municipal clerk for insurance 
on an area aggregating more than 
forty thousand acres. These claims 
will, of course, range from little to 
large percentage of loss, but the 
amount mentioned in acres does not 
by any means reach the total of land 
affected. It was one of the widest 
and most destructive storms ever ex¬ 
perienced in this district. 

The premises six miles nortlnof 
Vulcan, constituting the farm own£rt--— 
ami operated by Mr. John I,ove, has 
from time to time given up relics of 
former days. Only a week or two ago, 

Mr. E. B. Mayne, employed on the 
place, plower up an immense knife, 
which is 23 inches long, 3 inches in 
width in the broadest part, and has a 
handle of wood which is considerably 
decayed. The guess is that perhaps 
this instrument was used by the In- ' 
dians in butchering buffalo. The 
field which produced this curio this 
year has been cultivated in turn for 
some 22 years. Fifteen years ago a 
bayonet of peculiar design was found 
in this same field, and just five years 
ago a mate to this bayonet' was found 
by Mr. Eddie Love. The bayonets 
bear date of patent, but rust has ob¬ 
literated figures which precede the 
distinguishable figures “92,” and en¬ 
quiry at the museum in CalgaYy and 
elsewhere has failed to discover the 
period of its manufacture and use. 

It is interesting to know, in this con¬ 
nection, that the bayonet made its 
first appearance in France in the year 
1790, hut the two which were discov¬ 
ered on the Isive farm do not answer 
the description given of the early 
French weapon. The knife and a bay¬ 
onet will be displayed in the window 
of the Discher jewelry store, and it 
might be that someone will know 
something of these mystery imple¬ 
ments,

JUST UOOI) BUSINESS 

There would appear to be a mens-1 
ure of common sense in the ideas art-1 
vanced in the following dispatch 
which was given publicity in thej 
dailies on Saturday and came irom 
Ottawa: “There is -unquestionably at 
great revival in the interest taken inj 
Canada by British industrialists, and 
many firms are seriously considering I 
the desirability of branch factories ml 
Canada Hon. James Malcolm, Muns¬ 
ter of Trade and Commerce, declared! 
Friday., Mr. Malcolm has jusi re-1 
turned to Ottawa from a tour or the 
British Isles. He had suggested, he 
said, that British Industrialists snnuhl ' 
do their part toward solving trre prob¬ 
lem created by the surplus population 
, of the British isles by placing I)ranch 
factories in the Dominion ami man¬ 
ning suqh Canadian plants with Brit¬ 
ish workmen. Mr. Malcolm indicated 
that he had virtual assurance that 
this suggestion would lie fonowen out 
in a Viumber of’easos. While abroad,i 
Mr. Malcolm was in consultation with 1 
members of the British marketing 
board and with the Canadian trade 
commissioners in Britain. He stated 
Friday, that he feels very optimistic 
as to the possibility of increasing the 
Canadian products in Great Britain, 
and that unquestionably there was 
very strong sentiment in Britain in 
favor of trailing with the empire. Mr. 
Malcolm stated it will be necessary 
for the producer of any commodity in 
Canada who seek the'British market 
and the remarkable possibilities which 
it presents to form a national organi¬ 
zation in Canada, which will not only 
be'able to speak for the produce.rs as 
a whole, but which Will bo auie to 
guarantee the standard of the product 
and^assure a continuity ot supply. Mr. 
Malcolm asserted that it was not the 
intention of the department to enter 
hastily into any extensive general 
scheme of publicity but rather to ar- 
vance step by step as producers snow¬ 
ed themselves willing to organize and 
co-operate in biiildingsup their export 
business. 

THE GOOD-WILL HABIT 

The habit of holding the good-will' 
attitude of mind towards everybody 
has a powerful influence upon the 
character. It lifts the mind above 
petty jealousies and meanness; it en¬ 
riches and enlarges the whole life. 
Wherever we meet people, no matter 
if they are strangers, we feel a i-er- 
tajft.kinship with and friendliness fur 
if we have formed the good¬ 
will habit. The good-will habit makes 
us feel more sympathy for everybody 
and if we radiate this helplui teeling, 
others will reflect it back to us. On 
the other hand, if we go through life, 
with a cold, selfish, mental attitude, 
caring only for our own, always look¬ 
ing for the main chance, only tiiink- 
ing-oT-what will further our own in¬ 
terests, our own comforts, totally in¬ 
different to others, this attitude will 
after a while harden the feeling, anil 
the affections, and we shall hi come 
dry, pessimistic and uninteresting.— 
The Canadian Forester. 

From an Eastern paper we read 
that on Confederation Day not a flag 
was in evidence oh any of the private 
buildings of the town and only one 
flag was in evidence on the Dominion 
buildings which was no doubt put up 
. at the expense of the Dominion 
L government. How different in the 
West! Throughout the Western 
provinces remarkable displays were 
made and the day was observed in a 
manner that showed loyalty ana en¬ 
thusiasm. 


Correspondence that is being re¬ 
ceived daily continues to reflect the 
wide and healthy public interest that 
the Confederation celebrations have 
stirred in many different phases of 
Canadian history. One correspondent 
writes to say that in the various re¬ 
ports that he has read of the Jubilee ' 
celebrations there has been an “over¬ 
sight” in not mentioning how the 
name "Dominion” came to be adopted. 

It is an interesting story, and where 
It has been omitted from the publish¬ 
ed narratives of the Dominion’s evo¬ 
lution, the exclusion very probably 
would be due to a belief on the part 
of the narrator that the facts were 
to* widely familiar to be recalled. The 
delegates of Canada, of Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick met at the West¬ 
minster Palace Hotel in London on 
December 4, 1866. The resolutions 
of the-Quebec conference were taken 
up, considered seriatim, amended in 
certain particulars and adopted anew. 
Then it became a question of a title 
for the new Confederation. The title 
desired by the conference was the 
“Kingdom of Canada,’’ but thiy was 
disallowed on the ground that the' 
name “kingdom” might not he agree¬ 
able to the people of the United 
States. The following day, when the 
Hon. Leonard Tilley returned to the 
conference, it is said, that he inform¬ 
ed his fellow-delegates that in turning • 
ove! the leaves of his Bible that morn 
ing his attention was arrested by the 
eighth verse of the seventy-second 
Psalm: 

“He shall have dominion also from 
► sea to sea, and from the river unto 
the ends of the earth.” 

What more appropriate name could 
be adopted to Canada than “Domin¬ 
ion’’ ? the Hon. Mr. Tilley asked, anil 
he added: “The boundaries of the 
Confederacy will extend from sea to 
sea. and the great St. I aw re nee river 
flows, as it were, to the ends of the 
earth.” The term “Donkinion,of Can¬ 
ada.” is reported to bavtj been adopted 
immediately and without dissent. The 
name was an inspiration. It contin¬ 
ues to be aiTT-inspiration, and the 
country’s deputation is parallel with 
and worthy of its good name.—Mon¬ 
treal Gazette.

CROP REPORT 


Issued by Department of Agriculture, 
Government of Alberta, Edmonton, 
July 18, 1927. 


Crops throughout the provmce have 
continued to make rapid growtn dur 
ing the past two weeks anu condi¬ 
tions generally are regarded as very 
satisfactory, according to reports 
reaching the agriculture department. 
Precipitation in most districts has 
been sufficient to put the soil in bet¬ 
ter condition in this regard than it has 
been at this season fof a number of 
years, and only in very few low-iying 
fields have the abundance ot moisrure 
done any damage to the growing crop 

Early wheaAis heading rapidly rn 
many sectionIRaf the province, it is 
estimated that fully twenty-five per 
cent, of wheat is in head and neads 
are showing in many fields 01 oats 
and barley. Exceptionally neavy 
stands of all grains are reported 
throughout the province, crops naving 
stooled well under ideal moisyure con¬ 
ditions. ~ 

Damage from, hail over the province 
so far has not been heavy. Local 
storms in a number of districts have 
left their mark, but losses from this 
cause have not been of a wide-spread 
nature. Insect damage appears to be 
very slight this season. In some 
northern districts wireworms have in 
jured the ‘crop to a slight extern, but 
not sufficiently to cause a serious re¬ 
duction in the yield over the entire 
province. 

In the southern and south-eastern 
sections of the province the crop con¬ 
tinues to give excellent promise. In- 
termittant showers are carrying cereal 
crops and beets along well and so 
far very little irrigation has been 
necessary. A slendid crop ot altalfa 
is reported from the first cutting, 
thirty to forty per cent, being already 
in the stack. A good yield ot tall 
rye for hay is being cut and all hay 
crops are reported to be heavier than 
usual. - 

Reports are very encouraging from 
the Grande Prairie and Peace River 
districts. Crops have made rapid 
growth, a g| 0 od deal of early wheat is 
in head and farmers genera*»y are 
very optimistic as to the outloox lor 
the season. In the northern ana cen¬ 
tral sections of the province, summer- 
fallowing’is practically completed and 
a great deal of new land is being 
cleared and broken in readiness ior 
the 1928 crop. 


FIFTy-TTPf'Y BASIS 


.Many Towns Have Agreed To Split 
50-50 With Government on Trunk 
Roads Through Town. 


Although government officials will 
not at the present time announce the 
names of all places lining up behind 
the scheme it is stated to the execu¬ 
tive of the Alberta Motor Association 
that a large number of towns in the 
province have signified to. the govern¬ 
ment their) intention to join in a fifty- 
fifty sharing of the cost of complet¬ 
ing main trunk highways through 
their municipal limits. Particularly 
is this true along the route of the 
main highway from Edmonton to the 
Montana border via Calgary, Macleod 
and Cardston* which will be hard sur¬ 
faced for the greater part of the dis¬ 
tance by September this year. Sev¬ 
enty-five per cent of the towns along 
this highway have expressed their 
willingness to adopt the government’s 
offer. When actual construction will 
commence in these many unfinished 
sections of the highway has not yet 
been decided upon. The stand of the 
Alberta Automobile Association on 
this question, as agreed upon last 
May, is expressed in the following 
resolution: 

“Whereas the cities, towns and 
villages pay at least as large a pro¬ 
portion of • the taxes spent in road 
building as those paid by rural mun¬ 
icipalities. 

‘■And Whereas under existing con¬ 
ditions where the highway joints the 
streets of the . cities, towns and vil¬ 
lages in -the Province, fn most cases 
inferior r qad s will be found; 

“Be It Resolved that in the opinion 
of the Alberta Motor Assoc tat Ton in 
general meeting assembled, the Al¬ 
berta Government should either build 
the main highways through the towns 
cities and villages, a sum of. money 
equal to the cost of building the same 
class of road through the said cities, 
towns or villages as is the main high 
way to their borders, and that towns 
and villages be required by statute to 
complete and maintain roads at least 
equal to the main highway, 
factory observed that an efficient typ¬

a living from their efforts, ceasing 
cultivation, and the consequent elfect 
of insufficient supply as well as high¬ 
er prices.’’

Canada’s aWiity to support a large 
population was strikingly illustrated 
by Vice-President W. 1). Robb, in an 
address before the Belleville Rotary 
Club, when he quoted the following 
statistics: 

The L’nited States, with an ap¬ 
proximate population of 120,000,000, 
has only 35 indiviuuals per square 
mile. In comparison with this figure, 
England has 700 people on each 
square mile; Scotland, 150; France, 
175; Belgium, 663; Germany, 348; and 
Denmark, 220. Against these figures. 
Canada has a fraction over two people 
per square mile. 

If the l nited States can sustain 35 
persons per square mile, c? can Cana¬ 
da, with her tremendous 'Undeveloped 
resources and excellent farming lands, 
Mr. Robb pointed out, and taking 35 
people per square mile as a minimum 
figure this would give the Dominion 
a population of 126,000,000.

BY-LAW NO. 24 

A By-Law of the Municipal 
District of Marquis, JNo. 
157, to regulate and govern 
all person or persons selling 
goods, wares or merchan¬ 
dise within the bounds of 
the said Municipality.

(5) . That any person found guilty of 
a breach of this By-Law shall upon con¬ 
viction bef re a Justice of the Peace, or 
other Officer having jurisdiction, be lia¬ 
ble to the penalty imposed by the By- 
Law providing for the enforcement of 
the by-laws of the Municipal District of 
Marquis. No 157.
